1. This office action is in reference to "Request for Pre- Appeal Brief Review" dated 1/23/06 
and "Notice of Panel Decision from Pre- Appeal Brief Review" dated: 4/17/06. Based on this 
document, claims 1 -47 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-47 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose, teach or suggest directly, or indirectly the 
following limitations in combinations with other limitations of the claims, as follows: 
As recited by claim 1, 

"one or more packetization modules operable to receive first data packets from a first 
broadband network using a first data communications protocol and to extract first 
telecommunication information associated with a first subscriber from the first data 
packets, the packetization modules further operable to receive second data packets from a 
second broadband network using a second data communication protocol and to extract 
second telecommunication information associated with a second subscriber from the 
second data packets, wherein the first and second broadband networks include any of 
digital subscriber line, cable, and wireless platforms, wherein the first and second data 
communication protocols includes any of Internet Protocol, Asynchronous Transfer 
Mode, and Frame Relay protocols"; 
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As recited by claim 9, 

"one or more packetization modules operable to receive first data packets from a first 
broadband network using a first data communications protocol and to extract first 
telecommunication information associated with a first subscriber from the first data 
packets, the packetization modules further operable to receive second data packets from a 
second broadband network using a second data communication protocol and to extract 
second telecommunication information associated with a second subscriber from the 
second data packets, wherein the first and second broadband networks include any of 
digital subscriber line, cable, and wireless platforms"; 

As recited by claims 13, 21, 25-27 

" extracting first telecommunication information associated with a first subscriber from 
the first data packets", 

" extract second telecommunication information associated with a second subscriber 
from the second data packets" 

As recited by claim 28, 

"a packetization module operable to receive data packets from a broadband and to extract 
telecommunication information associated with a subscriber from the data packets, 
using a second data communication protocol associated with the subscriber wherein the 
broadband network includes any of digital subscriber line, cable, and wireless platforms, 
wherein the data communication protocol includes any of Internet Protocol, 
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asynchronous Transfer Mode, and Frame Relay protocols"; 
As recited by claim 30, 

"receiving data packets from a broadband network and extracting telecommunication 
information associated with a subscriber from the data packets using a data 
communication protocol associated with the subscriber, wherein the first and second 
broadband networks include any of digital subscriber line, cable, and wireless platforms, 
wherein the data communication protocol includes any of Internet Protocol, synchronous 
Transfer Mode, and Frame Relay protocols;
